In these words, .Mr. PE 
Witham, Teg Adviser to the Chi- 
nese Government, summed up the 
future jmportance of the north. 
east Indian Province of Assam, 
famed for Its tea estates. when he 
addresseg the Hongkong Rotary 
Club yesterday. 

“I think the chief reason why 
Assam 4s 9 unknown is due to 
the fact of its geographical poail- 
tion,” Mr. Witham said. “It ts 
rather lke a pocket between India 
Proper and Burma and is hemmed 
around on three sides by high 
mountain ranges. 

“This means that nobody ever 
goes to Assam on his way through 
to some other place It is a dead- 
end shut off from Tibet and 
China by the Himalayas to the 
north and north-east, and from 
Burma by the Patko! Mountains 
to the east and south-east. The 
one remaining open side to the 
west and south-west borders onto 
Bengal. 

HISTORIC BACKGROUND 

“In the past, successive waves of 
invasion have broken through the 
frontiers of Assam. The Chinese 
sent armies from Burma and 


Sikang ang their ancient cannons 
have been dug up on tea estates 
in recent years. Later, the Bur- 
mese conquered the country and 
finally the British, in the person 
of the East India Company, took 
over Assam gq little more than a 
hundred years ggo. 

“When Assam started to develop 
Qs @ tea-producing pro ince, labour 
for these estates had to be brought 
in from Centra; and Southern 
India as the Assamese could not 
be induced to adopt any definite 
form of occupation with stipulated 
hourg of work. 

“At present out of a population 
of about 9,500,000, there 1s an im-, 
migrant population of nearly’ 
1,509,000 trom other parts of India: 
who are—or who have been at 
one time—employed on tea estates. 

““The Naga clans in the Patkols 
towards Burma are very akin to 
the hill tribes of Burma.

According to the works of Pan, 
Hall and ot‘ers, which had pro- 
vided rellable records, there was no 
doubt that tuberculosis had been 
present, If not definitely pre- 
valent in China for thousands of 
years, 

“Recent Investigation” said Dr

CHRONIC TYPE 

The impression the speaker 
Rained from his past thrée years’ 
study here was the same as his 


tour yeara’ study in Shanghul, tnat ; 


the great majority of the Chinese 
suffered from the chronic type of 
the disease. It was often most 
surprising; to find the patients Te- 
vealing so few rlgns and showing 
su Ittle symptoms even when they 
were harbouring so extensive 
lesions. 

This chronic character meant 
better resistance anu specific im- 
munity and thors prolonged life, 
but, on the other hand, the better 
ability of the Chinese to withstand 
the disease has often cheated them 
of thelr chance of getting proper 
treatment at the Proper time and 
thus greatly increased their 
chances of spreading infection, 

“Tuberculosis as a social di- 
sease has Jong been recognised,” 
said Dr. Wu, who attributed 
the spread of infection to bad 
housing conditions and under- 
feeding, overcrowding and un- 
hygienic habits, the inoreasing 
urbanisation and tndustrialisa- 
tion. 

Tuberculosis, said the speaker, 
was contracted by living and work- 
ing in the same house with one 
who has an open wiseuse ana it 
Was most unfortunate, therefore, 
that the evidence assembled at the 
anti-T.B. clinic showea wat some 
Segregation was a sheer imposst- 
bility owtng to the fact that peo- 
ple were usually crowded in “bed 
spaces” and often in the sme bed 
with adults and children. These 
pedple were often too ignorant to 
learn the Hab‘ts of cleanliness and, 
therefore, the spread of the di- 
sease could best be checked by 
separating opeti cases of tubercu- 
‘losis, from the healthy veopir 
around them — .

He 
also advocated Thoracoplasty us 
another method of treatment which 
might help, 

“T have describe the very low 
wages and long hours of work that 
have caused many to become !

Major Stewart said that the

BUENOS AIRES, July 29 (Reuter)—Coded docuinents discovered 
in the secret drawer of a powerful shortwave transmitter were seized 
by the Senate Investigating Committee as a part of the baggage of 
a Nazi diplomat,
